A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, Including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 2/23/1 0 
has been entered. 

The terminal disclaimers submitted 2/13/10 were approved on 3/27/10 to 
overcome the double patenting rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-44 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicants arguments submitted 2/23/10 are persuasive. Regarding to claims 1 , 3-40, 
the prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach in combination with other 
limitations of the claims, a portion of a tamping member that wraps around a gear as 
claimed. Regarding to claims 40-44, the prior art of record alone or in combination fails 
to teach in combination with other limitations of the claims, an automatic driving 
mechnism located within a handle that tamps the sealing plug as claimed.
